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Fed Halts Interest Rate Hikes 

With economy cooling, central bank ends streak of increases

WASHINGTON I With the economy losing 
momentum, the Federal Reserve halted 
the longest unbroken stretch of interest 
rate increases in recent history Tuesday — 
a reprieve for millions of borrowers after 
more than two years of rate pain. 

Ben Bernanke, in the most important 
decision he has engineered since taking 
the Fed helm in February, led his central 
bank colleagues in holding a key interest 
rate steady at 5.25 percent. The vote was 


9-1, with one Fed bank president pressing 
for another increase. It marked the first time 
in more than two years that the Fed did not 
boost rates. 

On Wall Street, stocks dropped on wor- 
ries that the Fed was just taking a temporary 
break and that more rate increases might 
be in store. The Dow Jones industrials fell 
45.79 points to close at 11,173.59. 

The decision to take a breather comes as 
economic growth is slowing — a development 


that Fed policymakers sug- 
gested should eventually 
help lessen inflation risks 
posed by lofty energy pric- 
es. To fend off inflation, the 
Fed had steadily bumped 
up interest rates 17 times in 
quarter-point increments 
since June 2004. 

The goal is to slow the economy enough 
to prevent inflation from taking off while 
not crimping activity so much that it brings 
on recession, (ap)

Senators campaign 
says foe s supporters 
disrupted e-mails 

HARTFORD, CONN. I Democratic Sen. 
Joe Lieberman, who was locked in 
a battle with an anti-war challenger 
in the nation’s most closely watched 
primary race Tuesday, accused his 
opponent’s supporters of hacking 
his campaign Web site and e-mail 
system. 

Lieberman campaign manager 
Sean Smith said the campaign has 
contacted the Connecticut attorney 
general’s office and asked for a crim- 
inal investigation by state and fed- 
eral authorities. 

Campaigning Tuesday in New 
Haven, Lieberman said he has no 
proof that Ned Lamont’s support- 
ers are responsible, but is asking the 
state party chairman to intervene. 

“I’m concerned that our Web site 
is knocked out on the day of the pri- 
mary; you’d assume it wasn’t any 


casual observer,” Lieberman said. 

Lamont, campaigning early 
Tuesday afternoon in Bridgeport, 
said he knew nothing about the 


accusations. “It’s just another scur- 
rilous charge,” he said. 

A spokesman for the U.S. attor- 
ney’s office declined immediate

comment. Calls placed to the FBI 
and the chief state’s attorney’s office 
seeking comment were not immedi- 
ately returned. Smith said the Web 
site began having problems Monday 
night and crashed for good at 7 a.m. 
on Tuesday. 

“Voters cannot go to our Web 
site. They cannot access informa- 
tion,” Smith said. “It is a deliberate 
attempt to disenfranchise voters.” 

A new poll showed the race 
tightening between Lieberman 
and Lamont, with Lamont holding 
a slight lead. Lieberman has said he 
will run as an independent in the 
fall if defeated in the primary. 

Lamont held a slight lead of 
51 percent to 45 percent over 
Lieberman amonglikely Democratic 
voters, according to a poll released 
Monday, susan haigh (ap)

The 28 -year-old man was con- 
scious and talking during the ordeal 
but suffered life-threatening inju- 
ries to his legs, said Mike Sandulak, 
afire department division chief. He 
was taken to the hospital.

More than 100 firefighters from 
Phoenix and nearby agencies worked 
for more than six hours to pull the 
man from the debris. Firefighters 
cut reinforcing rods in the concrete 
so they could remove it. 

As the man awaited rescue, fire- 
fighters gave him painkillers and 
started intravenous lines so they 
could give medications and flu- 
ids. Medical personnel in hospital 
scrubs and hard hats passed him 
oxygen bottles and IV fluids, (ap)

WASHINGTON! Dogged by scandal, 
former House Majority Leader Tom 
DeLay said Tuesday he will do what- 
ever is necessary to remove his name 
from the ballot, a step that will allow 
the party to field a write-in candi- 
date in hopes of holding his seat 
in Texas. 

DeLay acted one day after Texas 
Republicans lost a court battle in 
their bid to name a replacement 
candidate for him on the November 
ballot. 

“I will take the actions neces- 
sary to remove my name from the 
Texas ballot. To do anything else 
would be hypocrisy,” DeLay said in 
a statement. 


Several Republicans said local 
party officials hoped to unite behind 
a write-in candidate. 

DeLay resignedfromhis Houston- 
area seat in June and said he was 


switching his legal residence to 
Virginia. He had already won a pri- 
mary in Texas, and Republican offi- 
cials there moved to name a replace-

Bodman Confident of Oil Supplies

Energy secretary says 
nation has adequate 
reserves after BP leak 

WASHINGTON I Energy Secretary 
Samuel Bodman said Tuesday it 
could take months to resume nor- 
mal shipments of Alaska oil, but 
that there are adequate supplies 
to make up for the loss to West 
Coast refineries. 

“My sense is we’re in pretty rea- 
sonable shape,” Bodman said at a 
news conference. 

He said there are relatively high 
inventories of crude oil in the sys- 
tem and that oil can be diverted 
from other producers, including 
Saudi Arabia and Mexico, to meet 
refinery needs. 

About 400,000 barrels a day of 
Alaska crude oil is expected to be 


lost because of a shutdown of North 
Slope operations, following corro- 
sion problems with pipelines. 
Bodman said that officials at 


BP Alaska told him it would “take 
probably months to ff x” the pipeline 
problem, “so we are going to have to 
deal with the issue at hand.” 


BP Alaska was forced to shut 
down its North Slope oil field 
because of extensive corrosion 
in two of three feeder pipelines 
that transport oil into the trans- 
Alaska pipeline. The field accounts 
for about 400,000 barrels of oil a 
day, half the amount the North 
Slope produces. 

But Bodman said, “A complete 
shutdown of the Prudhoe Bay sys- 
tem may not be necessary.” He said 
that company officials had told him 
they may be able to make repairs 
to some of the damaged lines while 
continuing production. 

Bodman gave an upbeat assess- 
ment on the supply picture for West 
Coast refineries, which rely heavily 
on Alaska crude. 

“Substitutions for Alaska crude 
oil, we believe, are available,” he

Review Raises 
Safety Concerns 
On Defibrillators 

CHICAGO I A review of safety data 
raises questions about the reliabil- 
ity of the heart zappers that hang 
on the walls of airports, shopping 
malls and health clubs. 

Harvard Medical School 
researchers found that over the 
past decade, one in five automated 
external defibrillators was recalled 
because of the potential for mal- 
function, and devices that failed 
were associated with 370 deaths. 

Nevertheless, the devices have 
saved many lives, and the benefits 
outweigh the risks, said study author 
Dr. William Maisel. 

“The number of malfunctions 
may be alarming to some, but you 
have to take it in the context of the 
large number of patients saved by 
these devices,” he said, (ap)

Deadly Clashes Push on in Mideast 


Lebanon’s offer to send 
troops to Israeli border 
stirs Olmerts interest 

TYRE, LEBANON I Israel shut down 
south Lebanon with a threat to 
blast any moving vehicles, as 
ground fighting intensified near 
the Israeli border, airstrikes killed 
at least 19 civilians and Arab gov- 
ernments called for a full Israeli 
withdrawal as a condition of any 
cease-fire. 

With U.S., French and Arab 
negotiators meeting into the evening 
at the United Nations, Israel voiced 
cautious interest in a Lebanese pro- 
posal to deploy 15,000 soldiers to 
control the ground in south Lebanon 
where Hezbollah has been firing 
missiles into Israel. But the war- 
ring sides appeared to be some dis- 
tance apart on the text of a possi- 
ble resolution, now not expected to 
come before the Security Council 
before Thursday. 

After four weeks of fighting, 
nearly 800 people have died on 
both sides. Rescuers in Lebanon 
pulled 28 additional corpses 
from the wreckage of Monday’s 
attacks, raising that day’s toll to 
77 Lebanese — the deadliest single 
day of the war.

States issued positive, if luke- 
warm, assessments Tuesday of 
the Lebanese government’s plan to 
dispatch 15,000 soldiers into south 
Lebanon after a cease-fire and the 
withdrawal of Israeli forces. 

“It looks interesting and we will 
examine it closely,” Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert said. 

The U.N. Security Council put 
off for at least one day voting on a 
U.S.-French cease-fire proposal to 
allow three leading Arab officials 
to present arguments that the reso- 
lution was heavily tilted in favor of 
Israel and did not “take Lebanon’s 
interest and stability into account.”

Lebanese Oil Spill Raising Concerns 


ROME | An environmental group 
warned Tuesday that a fuel oil spill 
stretching along the Lebanese coast 
is exposing local populations to seri- 
ous health hazards. 

“The black tide on the Lebanese 
and Syrian coasts exposes people in 
the stricken areas to a risk of can- 


cer,” from both direct exposure and 
food contamination, said Sergio 
Illuminato, director of INFO/ 
RAC, an agency working with the 
U.N. Environment Program.

Fleeing Israelis Gain Government Aid 


NAHARIYA, ISRAEL I For the first 
time, Israel’s government offered 
Tuesday to foot the bill for thou- 
sands of residents who want to flee a 
war zone, but it was careful to avoid 
using the word “evacuation.” 

When Iraqi rockets hit Tel Aviv in 
the 1991 Gulf War, the city’s mayor 
mocked those who fled as “desert- 
ers.” But a month of war and thou- 
sands of Hezbollah rockets appear 
to have ended that stigma. 

More than 300,000 residents of 
northern Israel already have left the 
region — which has been pummeled 
by thousands of Hezbollah rockets 
— and are staying in hotels or with 
relatives farther south. 

The government said Tuesday 
that it was taking action to help

some of those in the north, say- 
ing they will be brought south for 
“refreshment.” 

Under the plan, the government 
would pay for four- day holidays for 
12,000 northerners and rent out

man, said most of the country’s 
hotel rooms south of Tiberias 
were filled. Many of them were 
packed with people who fled the 
north weeks ago. 

Prime Minister Ehud Olmert 
said the plan was “without prec- 
edent in the history of the state 
of Israel.” 

Though the government did 
not announce many specifics, it 
presumably would relieve some 
of the burden from private citi- 
zens throughout the country, who 
have been scrambling to find ad 
hoc housing for refugees from the

Being a rebel rocker in 
a country that limits 
dissent is a tricky tune 

B E I J I N G I Shortly after midnight, in 
a smoky bar in a western Beijing 
neighborhood, a lanky 33 -year- 
old in bluejeans and thick, black- 
rimmed glasses took the stage, 
looking every bit like an engineer- 
ing student. 

But as the guitarists on either 
side of Yang Haisong began thrash- 
ing out minor chords, he left little 
doubt about his credentials. He 
contorted his face and jerked his 
head to the frenetic rhythm that 
is universally recognizable to fans 
of punk rock. 

“At the moment when blood 
flows out,” Yang sang, “make a V 
sign, and scream loud!” 

For Chinese punks today, it 
might take screaming to be heard. 
They make up a small slice of the 
music industry here, and they play 
to a largely underground scene. But 
their struggle to gain attention pro- 
vides a glimpse of what it’s like to be 
a rebel in a country that suppresses 


American soldiers step 
up security in Baghdad 
in bid to curb attacks 

BAGHDAD I At least 20 people were 
killed Tuesday in a string of bomb- 
ings in the center of Baghdad, as 
more American soldiers patrolled 
the streets of the capital in a make- 
or-break bid to quell sectarian vio- 
lence. 

Nearly 60 people were wounded 
in the blasts, police said. The explo- 
sions began when three bombs went 
off simultaneously near the Interior 
Ministry in central Baghdad, kill- 
ing 10 people and wounding eight, 
police Lt. Bilal Ali Majid said. 

Two more bombs ripped through 
the main Shurja market, also in cen- 
tral Baghdad, killing 10 more civil-

Poll shows only a few 
commuters switch to 
mass transit, carpools 

WASHINGTON! High gasoline pric- 
es already had most people cutting 
back on driving before the shutdown 
of an Alaska pipeline threatened to 
push costs even higher. 

However, few drivers are making 
bigger changes, such as carpooling 
or using mass transit. 

Fifty-five percent of drivers 
said they had reduced their driving 
because of high gas prices, accord- 
ing to a poll released Tuesday by the 
Pew Research Center. About one in 
five said they had started carpooling 
or sharing rides more often, while 12 
percent said they had begun using 
mass transit more often. 

Economists say Americans’ 
dependence on the automobile 
makes it unlikely drivers will change 


their driving habits dramatically, 
regardless of price increases, at 
least in the short term. 

“There are small ways to cut 
down on driving. But in compari- 
son to other products, there is no 
substitute for gasoline or for driv- 
ing,” said Matthew Lewis, assistant 
professor of economics at Ohio State 
University. “You probably can’t buy 
a smaller car [in the short term]. 
And people can’t change where they 
live, or where they work.” 

Austan Goolsbee, a University of 
Chicago economics professor, said 
gas prices would have to stay high 
for a long time for consumption to 
drop significantly. 

BP Alaska announced Monday 
it was closing its Prudhoe Bay oil 
field because of corrosion in feed- 
er pipelines that transport oil into 
the trans-Alaska pipeline. The field 
accounts for about 400,000 barrels 
of oil a day. (ap)

WASHINGTON I AU.S. Capitol Police 
sergeant has been released from jail 
after being charged with child sex- 
ual abuse in a scandal involving a 
girl who says she was working as a 
prostitute for a Maryland high school 
football coach. 

Sgt. Michael Malloy, 34, appeared 
Monday in District of Columbia 
Superior Court, where a judge set 
several conditions for his release, 
including that he be monitored by 
an electronic ankle bracelet and that 
he not have contact with children 
under 16. 

Malloy pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. 

Malloy is accused of having vid- 
eotaped sex at his home with a 15- 
year-old girl. According to court 
documents, authorities believe the 
alleged liaison was arranged by his 
friend Aaron J. Burroughs, a former 
Bowie High School assistant foot- 
ball coach. 

Burroughs also has been charged 
with sexually abusing the girl. 

Malloy surrendered to authorities 
Friday and has been suspended from 
the Capitol Police force, where he has 
worked for 15 years. Burroughs, who 
was jailed last week, has been let go 
from his position as a coach at the

No Water 
For Libya 
Embassy 

Country sues District 
utility because of bills 
squatters’ accrued 

WASHINGTON! Libya wants to reopen 
an embassy in the United States, but 
it can’t get the District of Columbia 
to turn on the water. 

The Libyan government sued the 
D.C. Water and Sewer Authority last 
week, demanding that the property’s 
water and sewer service be turned 
on. The lawsuit also asks for $1 mil- 
lion in damages. 

At the heart of the dispute are 
more than $27,000 in outstanding 
water and sewer bills for the proper- 
ty on Wyoming Avenue. Libya says 
it hasn’t occupied the building since 
1981, when the U.S. government cut 
diplomatic ties with the country and 
shut the embassy. 

After Libya’s departure, the 
United Arab Emirates took con- 
trol of the property. And, accord- 
ing to the suit, “squatters” stayed 
there for several years without per- 
mission from Libya or UAE. 

The UAE evicted the squat- 
ters in 2003 and ordered water 
and sewer service to be shut off, 
the suit says. 

Even so, the D.C. utility won’t 
provide water or sewer service 
until someone pays the bills. The 
city’s records show water and sewer 
accounts at the property in the name 
of the “United Kingdom of Libya,” 
and the authority has filed a lien 
demanding payment. 

The Libyan government, how- 
ever, says it shouldn’t have to pay 
because it didn’t authorize the ser- 
vice. (AP)

Stone Chooses Heart 


Oliver Stone tackles 
a big subject, and not 
a moment too soon 

FILM I The question regarding 
“World Trade Center,” as we near 
the five-year anniversary of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, is not 
a matter of the film’s timing or 
whether the audience is ready for 
it. The real question is whether the 
film is accurate, whether it’s effec- 
tive, whether it’s a fitting, moving 
tribute to the people who died and 
to those who found a way to sur- 
vive. In that regard, the answer is 
a resounding yes. 

There is not a gratuitous minute 
in Oliver Stone’s film, which recre- 
ates the endless hours in which two 
Port Authority police officers were 
trapped beneath the rubble of the 
Twin Towers and tracks the panic of 
their family and friends who waited 
anxiously for news of their rescue. 

What Stone has come up with is 
an exceptionally crafted, strongly 
acted, high-end made-for-TV 
movie. It’s visceral and intense, 
exceedingly faithful in its depiction 
of the fear and chaos, the ash and 
smoke, that enveloped New York. 
It can also knock you over with a 
moment as simple as two strang- 
ers hugging and crying over the 
unknown fate of their loved ones.

And yet it provides no insight, 
offers no political statement, doesn’t 
even begin to broach the subject of 
terrorism. The closest it comes is 
in the image of a much younger- 
looking President Bush address- 
ing the nation on TV, promising 
retribution. 

The film approaches the over- 
whelming subject of Sept. 11 by tell- 
ing the story of two brave men: Sgt. 
John McLoughlin (Nicolas Cage) 
and Officer Will Jimeno (Michael 
Pena), two of the first to enter the 
towers and two of the last to be 
pulled out 24 hours later. 

John and Will, along with other 
police officers and firefighters, were 
in the concourse between the two 
towers when the rumbling began. 
They sought refuge in an elevator 
shaft; they ultimately found them- 
selves in a living hell. 

Screenwriter Andrea Berloff 
worked closely with the officers 
and their families and came up 
with a script that’s full of big, pro- 
found moments and small, inti- 
mate details. 

“World Trade Center,” is a life- 
affirming celebration of human- 
ity — of the possibility of kind- 
ness, teamwork, selflessness and 
love under the most horrific cir- 
cumstances. 

The world is ready to see that.

North Carolina’s Eric

MUSIC I It often seems that nov- 
ice country singers are required 
to wear their beliefs on their 
sleeves, or at least trumpet them 
in their songs. North Carolina 
native Eric Church does just that 
on his enticing major-label debut 
album, “Sinners Line Me” (Capitol 
Nashville). 


On the surface, he’s part Bible - 
believing, parent-loving, hard- 
drinking hell-raiser; part sensitive 
modern cowboy. The juxtaposition 
lends the songs, which he wrote or 
co-wrote, great dimension. 

The title song is a pulsing coun- 
try rocker that casts him as the lat- 
est in a long family line of bad boys, 
but Church winds up widening the 
net to place his protagonist in the 
same boat as most of humanity. In 
“Pledge Allegiance to the Hag,” he

Some of his canniest writing 
shows up in “How ’Bout You,” which 
lists his beliefs. But he punctuates 
each unequivocal statement with 
the title phrase, creating a dialogue 
rather than an argument. 

Church brings a freshness to 
mainstream country. And any- 
one who can do that and still get 
on the radio deserves a hearty

B 0 0 KS I Omar Tyree insists he would 
rather be writing more of the books 
he deems “genius,” works he com- 
pares with the novels of Nobel lau- 
reate Toni Morrison. 

But readers want sex, he says. 
And so, Tyree delivers. 

It’s raw stuff with language for 
adults only. His latest book, “What 
They Want” is centered on model 
Terrance Mitchell, a man who wants 
a life with no commitments. Tyree 
takes him cross country for trysts 
of all kinds, including two menag- 
es atrois. 

“This book is all about the sex, 
and Tyree’s attempts to hang a plot 
on the carnal gymnastics only muck 
up the works,” reads a Publishers 
Weekly review. 

Clearly, this is not a book 
likely to influence judges for the 
Pulitzer Prize or the Nobel Prize 
in Literature. But it’s a story that 
works for Tyree, a 37-year- old who 


lives very comfortably in Charlotte, 
N.C., with his wife and two sons. 

Among his 14 books, between 
all the sex, are novels Tyree calls 
his “genius” books: “For the Love of 
Money,” a sequel to the overtly erot- 
ic “Flyy Girl.” And there’s “Leslie,” 
set in New Orleans and published 
before the city was devastated last 
year by Hurricane Katrina. 

“That was genius work,” Tyree 
said. “I’m dealing with urban pov- 
erty and how America didn’t want 
to deal with it.” 

Despite his success and self- 
regard, Tyree’s frustrated. “When 
you don’t get interviews, when 
you can’t get on television pro- 
grams, when you can’t get on radio, 
I can’t discuss these things,” he said. 
“And so that’s really been my issue 
for years, not having the art taken 
seriously.” 

So, is “What They Want” to be 
taken seriously? 

“I’ll let somebody else judge 
that,” its author said. “I know 
they’re going to like the book 
because of the sexuality.”

COMIC BOOKS I Sometimes it’s 
hard to distinguish the vile pests 
from the vile humans in “The 
Exterminators” initial graphic 
novel, “Bug Brothers.” 

Vertigo Comics strikes again 
with its gritty and gruesome story 
of a motley crew of pest extermi- 
nators working at the Los Angeles 
Bug-Bee-Gone firm in their quest to 
rid the world of foul creatures. 

This collection, which includes 
the first five issues, begins with 
Henry and A. J. as they go on some 
jobs, combating giant rats, swarm- 


ing roaches and vicious raccoons. 
Henry is an ex- con working the 
family business. You follow his 
experiences dealing with some 
unique and vulgar characters. His 
partner A. J., for example, is a par- 
ticularly wretched individual, with 
an appearance that makes him one 
slight evolutionary step from the 
rats he’s fighting. 

Writer Simon Oliver, a new- 
comer to the comic-book field, has 
written a brilliantly disgusting tale 
with equally repellent characters. 
You will believe, while gulping in 
revulsion, that a man can be eaten 
alive by roaches.

Moore, who has the difficult task 
of making the mundane provocative.

But 
the series tanked and was can- 
celed after one season. 

Gibson’s two other TV projects 
from 2004-05, CBS’baseball drama 
“Clubhouse” and UPN’s legal/family 
drama “Kevin Hill,” suffered simi- 
lar fates.

REDSKINS I Maybe it’s the flash 
cards. 

OK, so there are lots of rea- 
sons why Marcus Washington is a 
leader of the Washington Redskins 
defense. He’s smart, upbeat, hard- 
working and talented. All the ele- 
ments of a too-good-to-be-true 
story were already on display when 
linebackers coach Dale Lindsey hap- 
pened upon one of the player’s little 
secrets during a team meeting. 

“I opened his notebook one 
day and wondered why he knew 


everything,” Lindsey said. “He 
takes cards, draws the formation, 
and he studies that.” 

He’ll study them at any oppor- 
tune moment: When a commer- 
cial comes on while watching tele- 
vision in his room, there’s a decent 
chance that Washington will break 
out his cards. 

If every player were this consci- 
entious, the NFL wouldn’t need so 
many coaches. After a recent prac- 
tice, Lindsey was asked to give an 
assessment of nearly every line- 
backer on the roster. Lindsey is as 
blunt as they come when address- 
ing a player’s fault, yet the coach 
had nothing negative to say about 
Washington. 


“Nobodyworks harder, longer,” 
Lindsey said. “And he will do exactly 
what you want.” 

Assistant coach Gregg Williams 
added this complement: “I don’t 
know what he’s on, but he is the 
most positive, fun loving, good 
personality.” 

Washington’s work ethic is 
practically a how-to example for 
young players, yet Lindsey is puz- 
zled that none of the other lineback- 
ers at training camp appears to be 
emulating it. 

“I don’t see it,” Lindsey said. 
“Maybe they’re hiding it from 
me.”

Goodell 
Chosen to 
Lead NFL 

Team owners select the 
league s No. 2 man as 
the new commissioner 

FOOTBALLl Roger Goodell was cho - 
sen as the NFL’s next commissioner 
Tuesday, succeeding the man who 
groomed him, Paul Tagliabue. 

The 47-year-old Goodell worked 
his way from a 
public relations 
intern to per- 
haps the most 
powerful job in 
American sports. 

He was unani- 
mously elected 
by the league’s 
32 owners on the fifth ballot. 

Goodell becomes the league’s 
fourth commissioner since 1946. 

“We’ve had the two greatest 
sports commissioners in the his- 
tory of professional sports, Paul 
Tagliabue and Pete Rozelle, and I 
was fortunate to work for both of 
them,” Goodell said. “I look forward 
to the challenge and thank them 
again for their confidence.” 

Tagliabue served 17 years, and 
during that time the league’s rev- 
enues have skyrocketed. The NFL 
will collect about $10 billion in TV 
rights fees during the next six years.

The front brakes on my car were 
just replaced before I bought it. 
We’ve since had the back brakes 
replaced. Now the brakes are 
squeaking intermittently. Our 
mechanic — not the one who did 
the work — said this is common 
with replacement brakes, especial- 
ly in this heat, and that it’s likely 
nothing to worry about. How much 
of a cause for concern is this? 

There is always concern when 
brakes make noise. Although it is 
common following a brake job, it is 
usually not acceptable. In most cases, 
it means the technician either didn’t 
use brake pads with the proper coef- 
ficient of friction (the pad material is 
wrong), replace hardware, machine 
rotors (or didn’t machine properly), 
establish a nondirectional finish on 
the rotor surfaces, replace shims or 
use proper synthetic brake lube to 
lubricate moving parts. 


A CNN article states: “Even 
engines where it’s recommended 
you use premium gas can run on 
regular without any problems. The 
bottom line here is that paying for 
premium gas is usually a waste of 
money.” Is this dangerous advice? 

Extremely dangerous. Vehicle 
manufacturers design engines and 
the computer programs to control 
those engines based on the burn- 
ing speed of gasoline. Octane does 
nothing more than make the gas 
burn more slowly. The higher the 
octane, the slower the burn. The 
higher the octane required, the 
more manufacturers can advance 
ignition timing and other factors 
to take advantage of the slow burn. 
Using lower-than-recommended 
octane could, in some cases, lead 
to engine damage. Using higher- 
than-recommended octane is pure- 
ly wasteful. 

What’s your opinion of putting film 
on the front of a car to protect the 
finish? Any estimate of cost? 

The 3M film works well, but it’s 
not completely invisible. Just make 
sure you get a quality installer to 
do the job, or you’ll hate it in six 
months. Costs range from $6 to 
$800.

More stations turn 
to HD Radio, but will 
listeners follow them? 

From his l6th-floor office at 
WKTU-FM, program director Jeff 
Zuchowski has a breathtaking view 
of Manhattan across the Hudson 
River. Just the setting for program- 
ming the only country music station 
in New York, with favorites such as 
“Beer for My Horses” and “Life Ain’t 
Always Beautiful.” 

And if that seems like an odd 
combination, just think of what 
regular listeners might say, con- 
sidering that KTU is known for 
playing dance music. 

“You don’t see a lot of cowboy 
boots and country hats walk- 
ing around Manhattan,” allows 
Zuchowski, who goes by Jeff Z. But 
he insists that country has a “cult 
following” in the Big Apple. 

Few people may be listening 
for now, but the “side” channel 
that makes KTU’s country music 
broadcast possible is just the kind 
of new offering that radio broad- 
casters are hoping will help revive 
their industry as they adopt next- 
generation digital broadcasting 
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technology, or HD Radio. 

Thanks to the compression of 
data that’s possible with digital tech- 
nology, a station that uses HD Radio 
can send up to four different signals 
while still using the same frequency 
it already broadcasts on. 

HD Radio also claims to have 
CD -quality sound on FM and FM- 
quality sound on AM stations, as 
well as better reception and the pos- 
sibility of broadcasting data such as 
song titles and artists’ names, like 
satellite radio does. Think of the 
better picture quality and extra fea- 
tures you get from a DVD instead 
of on videotape. 

However, with only a tiny num- 
ber of the units sold so far — execu- 
tives say just tens of thousands are 
in use today — the listenership is far 
too tiny to be measured. Zuchowski 
acknowledges that HD Radio is in 
an “infant stage.” 

But that hasn’t stopped many 
stations from starting up HD side 
channels, which the stations have 
promised to keep commercial- 
free for the next year in hopes of 
luring in listeners. In New York, 
WCBS-FM 101.1 — which caused an 
uproar when it switched from oldies 
to the eclectic “Jack” format — airs 
oldies on its side channel; WQHT- 
FM, an urban station, broadcasts 
classic hip-hop on its side channel. 

The changes come as radio is fac-

years off. “At this stage of the game, 
it’s purely a building process,” says 
Jerry Lee, the owner of WBEB-FM 
in Philadelphia. 

Bob Neil, the CEO of Cox Radio 
Inc., the fourth-largest radio 
broadcaster in the country, said 
he expected the digital upgrade 
to occur far faster than the radio 
industry’s last major technology 
change — the adoption of FM, 
which first hit the airwaves in 1953 
but didn’t take a majority of radio 
listenership from AM until 1977- 

“Like everything else in the world, 
things move faster now,” Neil said. 
“I think we’re looking at a five-year 
horizon before it gets on the radar 
for consumers, and 10 years before 
it becomes any kind of major factor

Md. author draws on 
upbringing in her rise 
to best-seller status 

Endless reserves of imagination 
aren’t all it takes to write 165 nov- 
els. It also requires the discipline of 
a drill sergeant. Nora Roberts has 
arranged her life carefully, paring 
down the clutter and distractions 
that would threaten to dull her 
laserlike focus. 

It’s hard to argue with the 
results. 

Roberts is in the middle of a typi- 
cally busy year. Her latest roman- 
tic suspense book, “Angels Fall,” 
came out July 11. Later this year 
will bring the release of a futuris- 
tic crime novel, written under the 
pseudonym J.D. Robb, and three 
romantic fantasy paperbacks, 
“The Circle Trilogy,” in successive 
months. There’s also a new J.D. 
Robb novella published as part of 
an anthology.

How does she do it? 

“I often say I’m not a machine. 
I think I have a really strong work 
ethic, plus I really love the work. I 
think if you love what you do, you 
do a lot of it. I have a lot of disci- 
pline . . . and I have a fast pace,” the 
55 -year- old author says. 

A lifelong Maryland resident, 
Roberts was born in Silver Spring 
— the youngest of five children, and 
the only girl. 

Her upbringing shaped her 
work ethic. 

“I had nine years of Catholic 
school, and grew up in an Irish 
Catholic family, with parents who 
expected you to do what you were 


told and do your job,” Roberts says. 
“And while I’m extremely lapsed, I 
still have the core of Catholic guilt. 
... If I just blew off a day and didn’t 
have a really good reason, I would 
feel guilty about that. I mean, it 


would just not be worth it to me.” 

To stave off the guilt, Roberts 
treats writing like a regular job. She 
works Monday through Friday, eight 
hours a day — sometimes more. 

While there are few signs of 



extravagance in Roberts’ home, she 
has clearly made a handsome liv- 
ing. Since her first New York Times 
best-seller in 1991, her books have 
spent 660 weeks on the Times’ list 
of best-sellers, including 100 weeks 
in the top spot. 

Roberts doesn’t map out her 
plots in advance. She comes up 
with a key incident, character or 
setting and works from there. 

For “Angels Fall,” the idea was 
a woman who witnesses a murder 
but is too far away to intervene and 
too isolated to cry for help. She then 
finds that her claim is met with 
skepticism. Roberts set the story 
in a small town in Wyoming, in 
the shadow of the Grand Tetons. 

“That’s how I build,” she says. 
“What’s the situation? And here is 
basically the setting I’m thinking of. 
. . . What is she doing there? Why did 
she come there? Did she live there? 
Did she move there?” 

Once she’s answered some of 
those basic questions, she starts 
from page one, and allows the plot, 
the characters and the texture to 
develop as she goes along. She writes 
a first draft, then a second, then a 
third. And she never works on more 
than one book at a time. 

“This story and these charac- 
ters, they deserve all my time and 
attention, my emotional connection. 
Plus, I want to know what happens

Washington Post columnistAMY 
JOYCE was online on Tuesday 
at washingtonpost.com to offer 
advice about on-the-job issues. 

My boss never says “thank you” 
or anything remotely like it. After 
big projects, she says nothing. 
NOTHING. This is troubling me. 
There is no feedback good, bad or 
ugly. What, if anything, can I do not 
to get depressed? 

1. You can accept the fact that 
you’re not going to get feedback. 
2. You can ask for feedback and 
hope you get some. 3. You can 
try to understand that sometimes 
lack of feedback is a sign of a job 
well-done. 

I am considering changing careers 
to take a full-time position doing 
work I have done on a volunteer 
basis for 15 years. Can I do up my 
resume listing all of my volunteer 
experience for the position and 
then raise it in the interview (or 
maybe cover letter) that none of 


that work was paid? 

Absolutely include the volunteer 
work that applies directly to your 
new career on your resume. I would 
include in the cover letter that your 
years of volunteer work in the same 
field make you a perfect candidate 
for X. I would think they would feel 
that if you were willing to do it for 
that long unpaid, you really will be 
dedicated. 

I’m expecting our third child and 
am strongly considering taking a 
few years off. While I’ve thought 
a lot about quitting work, I’m still 
very unclear about what I could be 
doing now or while I’m out of the 
work force to ease my attempts at 
“on-ramping” in the future? Any 
tips? 

Make a plan about what sorts 
of things you need to continue to 
learn as you take a few years off 
to raise your children. Make sure 
to keep a network of people you 
can keep in touch with while you 
are out. You may decide you want 
to come back sooner or may just 
want to take some part-time work 
to keep sharp and marketable.

“Over the years, the profession 
has sought to increase its stature,” 
said Delia Neuman, a professor at 
the University of Maryland, which 
offers an extremely popular Master 
of Library Science degree. “The push 
toward the master’s degree as the 
entry-level requirement for any sub- 
stantive library job came about as a 
part of that. People wonder why a 
master’s is needed. Then they find 
out how tough the career is. The 
[amount of knowledge needed] is 
sometimes daunting.” 

The Catholic University of 
America and the University 
of Maryland are the only two 
Washington-area universities offer- 
ing a MLS. Both feature a core cur- 
riculum covering subjects like orga- 
nization of information, information 
access, information technology and

information use. 

Students can also specialize in 
areas such as archives and records 
management, school library media 
and public libraries. The master’s pro- 
grams at both schools require 36 cred- 
it hours and, in both cases, students 
can go full time or part time. 

Technology has changed some 
of the courses over the years. 
“Maryland was one of the first 
schools to offer a course in data pro- 
cessing at least 30 years ago, and the 
school has always focused on the 
latest technology for organizing and 
accessing info,” Neuman said. 

One example: Catholic 
University’s library reference desk, 
where students would traditionally 
query a librarian, has changed to 
an online chat room. All students 
now receive one-on-one service via 
the Internet; a similar techie focus 
permeates classes in the library sci- 
ence program. “We prepare our stu- 
dents to provide services to meet 
clients’ needs either electronically 
or in person,” Neuman said.

Many students choose to delve 
into the world of special libraries, 
which could mean they oversee data 
collections at spots from law firms 
and hospitals to big corporations or 
even the U.S. Senate. 

To work in one of these places, 
librarians must not only know infor- 
mation systems, but also the field 
they’ve specialized in. “If you’re a sci- 
ence librarian, you’d better know a 
lot more about flora and fauna than 
an archive librarian, so you’ll know 
how to find information in an effi- 
cient way,” said Neuman. 

Oboroceanu agreed. “[Patrons] 
know the issue, we know the 
resources. But to find the best 
resources, we also have to know 
about the issue. It’s very intellec- 
tually enriching.” 

And the need for these archival 
gatekeepers and guides is increas- 
ing, despite the help -your self-to - 
information abilities of the Internet. 
According to the American Library 
Association, librarians held rough- 
ly 159,000 jobs in 2004, but more 


applicants will soon be needed. 

“We are populated heavily with 
people from the baby boomer gen- 
eration,” said Leslie Burger, ALA 
president. “Many of them are think- 
ing of retirement, and when they 
do we’ll have quite a few openings.” 
More than three out of five librar- 
ians were over 45 years old in 2004 
and will be eligible for retirement 
within the next decade. 

So how much do librarians 
make? Their average starting sal- 
ary is on par with that of second- 
ary schoolteachers; usually in the 
low $30s. The ALA says salaries 
vary according to an individual’s 
qualifications and the type, size 
and location of the library. Across 
the country, median annual earn- 
ings of librarians in May 2004 were 
$45,900. Jobs in the D.C.-metro 
area pay a bit better. According to 
salary.com, the median expected 
salary for a librarian in Alexandria, 
Va., is roughly $51,000. 

Those paychecks don’t come 
from sitting quietly behind a ref- 
erence desk, either. “If you’re get- 
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ting an MLS, you are going into a 
service profession. Your job is to 
always help other people find what 
they need,” said Neuman. “If you’re 
not really attuned to that service 
dimension, you’re not going to be 
happy.” 

Often, that means assisting 
patrons in ways beyond locat- 
ing the latest Anita Shreve novel. 
“We’re loaning MP3 downloadable 
books, CDs and DVDs,” Burger said. 
“Facilities are changing and becom- 
ing more user-friendly. Society is 
making us rethink the way we pro- 
vide services.” 

Oboroceanu thinks the library 
science field has shaken off visions of 
glasses -clad geeks trapped in dusty 
rooms. “I’m a librarian and I don’t 
want to be called anything else,” she 
said. She thinks her MLS prepared 
her for a job in a rapidly transform- 
ing era. “Librarians are people we 
turn to for answers, and we’re tak- 
ing that title to a new dimension,” 
she said. “There is so much change 
in the world, but libraries are part 
of our culture .” ly n n t h o r n e

Courses show how to 
help immigrants and 
the handicapped 

How do you accommodate library 
patrons in wheelchairs? Should a 
library stock books in Farsi as well 
as French? How many science texts 
are available in Braille? 

Library science students learn 
the answers to these and other ques- 
tions, thanks to unusual classes and 


specializations offered by the D.C. 
area’s two library science pro- 
grams. 

Catholic University’s unique 
class, Library Services for Client 
Groups with Disabilities, is offered 
every other summer. “It gives an 
overview of what it means to have 
a disability,” said Delia Neuman, the 
professor who has taught the class at 
Catholic for the past 20 years. “The 
course also discusses various kinds 
of disabilities and how each group 
processes information.” 

In the course, students find out 
that librarians working with the 
hearing-impaired often encoun- 
ter communication issues with 
their patrons. Vision-impaired 
library users face other types of 
obstacles, such as needing print 
documents scanned and turned into 
audio files. Neuman’s class takes 


field trips to local libraries including 
the National Library Service for the 
Blind and Physically Handicapped 
and Galludet University. 

The University of Maryland 
is the only American Library 
Association- accredited school in 
the U.S. to offer a concentration 
called Lifelong Access. Students 
pursuing this concentration learn 
how people in particular groups 
learn differently, whether they are 
grouped by age, economic status 
or culture. 

The specialty focuses on under- 
standing and meeting the needs of 
these groups to contribute to a life- 
time of learning. For instance, older 
patrons might favor traditional 
information channels (books, 
magazines) while foreign-language 
speakers sometimes need bilingual

Travel agent classes 
teach students how 
to set up cool trips 

After practicing law for 12 years 
and being a mother for 24, Michelle 
Bemis was ready to try something 
new. After sailing around Europe as 
a teenager, Bemis knew how much 
travel could open a person’s eyes to 
the rest of the world. As she contem- 
plated a career change, she began 
to think she’d like to set up dream 
trips for other people. “I thought, 
What’s my passion?’ My passion 
is travel,” she said. 

So, in her fifties, an age when 


some people start to think about 
retirement, Bemis went back 
to school at Northern Virginia 
Community College and got a cer- 
tificate in travel and tourism, learn- 
ing the ins and outs of airplane tick- 
eting, trends in cruise ships and how 
to suss out hot new destinations. She 
started working as a travel agent at 
McLean’s McCabe Bremer Travel 
agency two years ago. 

“It’s absolutely fabulous,” Bemis 
said. “I love to plan trips and help 
people.” Right now, she said, she’s 
hooking a young couple up with 
their dream — a honeymoon in 
Greece. The pair wanted to go to 
a few out-of-the-way islands, so

A Bar Career

Bemis scheduled some scenic 
jaunts via a Greek company her 
agency partners with. “I’m able to 
tap into the local knowledge,” she 
said, allowing her to plan a better 
trip for the couple. 

With new travel Web sites pop- 
ping up on what seems like a daily 
basis, and consumers becoming 
savvier (and better able to plan 
their own trips with a few clicks), 
many people think travel agents 
are as outmoded as gramophone 
repairmen. 

And indeed, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics predicts that the number 
of travel agents will decline into 
2014 as people increasingly arrange 
their own getaways to Jakarta and 
beachfront Nags Head rentals. The 
BLS also forecasts that those in the 
field will face stiff competition for 
jobs. 

But travel agents themselves 
seem unconcerned about the future 
of the industry. Agents say the pro- 
fession remains as exciting and jet- 
setty as ever. And, of course, plan- 
ning other people’s weekends and 
weeks away remains a good career 
choice for outgoing folks who love 
to travel. 

The media tends to “put travel 
agents in a negative light, saying 
they’re dinosaurs, and that’s not 


true,” said Cheryl Hudak, a nation- 
al vice president of the American 
Society of Travel Agents who owns 
an agency in Youngstown, Ohio. 
“There’s a lot to the travel indus- 
try and a lot of opportunities out 
there.” 

Yet there’s little debate that the 
industry has changed dramatical- 
ly in the past decade. The advent 
of Web sites such as Orbitz.com 
and Travelocity.com has made 
many far-flung destinations more 
accessible. Sites like fodors.com 
and tripadvisor.com boast active, 
reader- driven content and search 
engines that allow would-be trav- 
elers to dig up tons of information 
with the click of a mouse. 

“The biggest change over the last 
couple of years has been technologi- 
cal,” said Hudak. “Doing research 
years ago was very, very time-con- 
suming.” Now that figuring out the 
newest hotel in Prague or the best 
place to ski in Quebec is so much 
easier, both consumers and agents 
are more informed. “A few years ago, 
people didn’t know where they 
wanted to go,” said Hudak. “They 
would just say, ‘someplace warm.’ ” 
Today, she said, people will come to 
see agents with a list of places they 
want to go and loads of information 
about them already in hand. 


Another change in the indus- 
try: Travel agencies are spending 
less time doing individual bookings 
and more time planning complete 
trips. In 2002, the major airlines 
stopped paying agencies commis- 
sions for booking tickets; many 
agents then stopped booking tick- 
ets for clients, especially domestic 
flights. Now, when they do make

reservations, they usually must 
charge consumers a fee. 

Instead, travel agents spend the 
majority of their working hours 
planning complete trips such as 
cruises or safaris. “The further peo- 
ple go away from home, the more 
exotic the location, the more money 
they spend, the more they want 
someone to help them from start 
to finish,” said Talula Guntner, the 
Continued on page E10 
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assistant dean of travel and tourism 
at Northern Virginia Community 
College. People rely on agents for 
advice, she said, and to help them 
choose hotels, restaurants and 
attractions. 

Because travel agencies increas- 
ingly function as research and infor- 
mation centers rather than logistical 
offices, more agencies and individ- 
ual agents are starting to special- 
ize. Some professionals focus on a 
particular type of travel, such as 
adventure trips or cruises. Others 
zoom in on particular destinations 
— Southeast Asia, the Caribbean 
islands. McCabe Bremer Travel, 
where Bemis works, for example, 
serves as a luxury travel office. 
Bemis specializes in adventure 
trips, spa getaways and Mexico. 
She recently booked a south-of-the- 
border honeymoon for one couple 
to Cozumel and the Ikal Del Mar 
resort in Riviera Maya. 

There are no formal educational 
requirements needed to become a 
travel agent, though many profes- 
sionals receive certification through 
the Travel Institute as either cer- 
tified travel agents or as more 
advanced certified travel counselors. 
In the D.C. area, the Omega Travel 
School is the only place that offers

licensed courses, though students 
can take a test to become licensed 
after taking courses anywhere. “You 
can get hired with nothing, but I 
don’t recommend it, because you’ll 
move up faster if you have the edu- 
cation,” said Guntner. 

NVCC offers an associate’s 
degree and certificate program in 
travel and tourism. The school has 
classes in geography, selling trips 
and customer service, cruises and 
niche marketing. “We start out with 
an intro to travel and tourism,” said 
Guntner. “Students can decide if 
they want to be in the industry 
or not and then which area of the 
industry they want to be in.” 

Prince George’s Community 
College also boasts travel courses, 
with specialized classes in comput- 
ers and the travel industry and how 
to grow a business. “The focus is on 
running your own business, on set- 
ting up your own travel shop, said 
Mary Jane Shearer, the program 
coordinator for continuing educa- 
tion. “It’s very practical, and people 
can use the information right away.” 
All of the classes are offered at night. 
“Most people work while they’re in 
the program,” Shearer said. 

In addition, students can take 
courses online or at home, such as 
Continued on page El 2 
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those offered through the Travel 
Institute (thetravelinstitute.com), 
the nationwide certifying agency of 
travel agents. The institute offers 
home study courses that take about 
three to four months to complete, 
plus specialty destination courses 
online. “The Travel Institute cer- 
tification can help with business, 
because people recognize it. They 
like that stamp of approval,” said 
Carla Smith, manager of marketing 
and communication for the Travel 
Institute. 

Still, many agents believe per- 
sonality and an interest in travel, not 
education, is the key to succeeding 
as a globe-trotter’s go-to person. “A 
lot of agencies simply are looking 
for a salesperson,” said Hudak. She 
said agents need to be both outgo- 
ing and good listeners. Drawing 


people out and figuring out their 
interests and passions helps travel 
professionals pinpoint trips suited 
to clients. 

Agents also, of course, need to 
enjoy traveling and planning trips. 
Not surprisingly, agents often get to 
go on familiarization trips, called 
“fam trips,” to check out locations. 
The trips are usually free or very inex- 
pensive. “I’m a big believer in getting 
the agents out there so they can come 
back and sell,” said Guntner. 

While the trips are the ultimate 
perk for many agents, Guntner said 
that helping other people get out 
of town can be even more fulfill- 
ing. “It’s really rewarding to help 
someone plan their honeymoon 
or their trip of a lifetime and have 
them come back and say, ‘That little 
restaurant you told me about was 
great.’ ” betsy querna 


“Travel industry courses are con- 
stantly changing as the industry 
does,” said Mary Jane Shearer, the 
program coordinator for continu- 
ing education at Prince George’s 
Community College. “People said 
travel agents would be out of busi- 
ness after September 11, but classes 
seem more popular than ever.” Here 
are some ways to get into planning 
getaways.

Students — or their 
parents — seeking 
career advice early 

Mary Ann Smaby didn’t get much 
formal advice on what to do with 
her life when she was a teenager 
and she wasn’t inclined to ask for 
it. Career planning? That waited 
until well into college. 

But the real estate broker want- 
ed to get her children started much 


sooner, so she took her two teenage 
daughters to a professional career 
counselor this spring. 

It’s a move other parents are 
making, too, amid what some say 
is an intensifying focus on career 
planning for kids. 

“I want to expand their ideas,” 
said the 46 -year- old Smaby, of 
Atascadero, Calif. “Today’s gen- 
eration of kids, they are going to 
have to be able to jump around a 
lot more, so they have to have dif- 


ferent skills. And there’s so much 
out there.” 

Skeptics might write off career 
counseling for children as the latest 
evidence of overambitious parents 
trying to ensure perfect life resumes 
for their kids, from getting them 
into competitive preschools to 
elite universities and then right 
into ideal jobs. 

Carol Christen, co-author of the 
newly published career guide “What 
Color Is Your Parachute? For Teens,” 


sees it differently. Christen, who 
also is the career strategist advis- 
ing Smaby’s daughters Monique, 17, 
and Camille, 16, says too many baby 
boomers and other parents wrong- 
ly view college as a substitute for 
career preparation a very expensive 
substitute, she notes. 

“There’s a lot of delusional think- 
ing going on out there. Parents just 
hand their children over to the edu- 
cational conveyor belt and think it 
is going to happen, and it doesn’t,” 


the former educator said. 

“There’s this huge sieve through 
which our young people are fall-

career counseling for teens 
isn’t yet booming like the growing 
industry linked to the admissions 
frenzy, in which some parents pay 
thousands of dollars to tutors and 
counselors to try to get their teens 
in the door at top colleges. 

But there appears to be increas- 
ing evidence it is a growing busi- 
ness. 

California-based Eureka, one of 
numerous Web -based career infor- 
mation systems that market materi- 
als to schools, recently began selling 
subscriptions to individuals, includ- 
ing students. Boys & Girls Clubs of 
America has added a career search 
program for its 13- to 18 -year- old 
members called CareerLaunch. 

CollegeRecruiter.com, a job 
Web site for students, added career 
counseling services as a paid prod- 
uct about a year ago, contracting 
with career counseling firms. The 
average cost is a pricey $2,000, 
said Steven Rothberg, president 
and founder of the Minneapolis - 
based Web site. 


“The counseling is expensive, so 
I don’t think it’s going to take the 
world by storm,” he acknowledged. 
But career counseling for teens, he 
said, is “definitely a growth area.

It’s gone from almost nothing about 
10 years ago to being on the radar 
screen today,” partly a reflection, he 
said, of the growing phenomenon 
of “helicopter parents” who hover 
over their children’s lives. 

Overall, though, the price var- 
ies for such counseling, which 
might consist of assessments of 
a teen’s skills, personality traits 
and interests, and advice about 
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match them. 

Christen’s approach is to help 
students create a career prospec- 
tus finding three different jobs 
that need three different levels of 
education or training and set up 
chats with people doing the jobs 
they want. 

Mindy Bingham, whose Career 
Choices curriculum is used in 3,800 
schools nationwide, says kids can’t 
be asked soon enough to begin 
thinking about their future careers. 
She targets children as young as 13 
with a 10 -year plan designed to take 
them right into the work force. 

“The emphasis is on helping 
kids become career-focused and 
career- committed,” said Bingham, 
whose firm, Academic Innovations, 
is based in Washington, Utah. “It’s 
not about choosing a specific career, 
but ... knowing the process so that 
if they have a boss who comes in 
the door and says, ‘We’re closing 
down the business’ or ‘Technology 
just changed your job,’ they’ll be in 
position to know how to make this 
change.” 

Kids who do single out careers 
early can come out ahead, though, 
she said, citing studies that found 
that students who enter college with 
a career in mind are much likelier 
to graduate. 

But Annie Fox, an educator, 
online adviser for teens and author 
of a book about teenage stress, thinks 
kids are being pushed too early to 
focus on careers when they should 
be taught life skills instead. 

“Does anyone in their reasoned 
mind actually believe that it ben- 
efits a seventh-grader to be stress- 
ing about medical school or a job or 
providing for a family?” she asked, 
citing an instance from her work in 
the San Francisco Bay area. 



“I’m not saying you shouldn’t 
think about what you’re going to 
do until you’re 18,” she said. “But it’s 
got to be balanced; that’s really the 
key to managing stress.” 

Christen, who co-wrote the 
teen- oriented “What Color is Your 
Parachute?” book with Richard 
Nelson Bolles, author of the best- 
selling original version, contends it’s 
the absence of career planning that 
will ultimately cause problems. 

“I don’t want any young person to 
think, ‘Oh my God, I’ve got to choose 
it now,”’ she said. “The Department 
of Labor says the average worker 
will change jobs 10 times and have 
three or four careers.” 

But everybody needs an inter- 
esting job, she said, and that takes 
some preparation. 

“Twenty years ago, you could 
tumble out of college and find a pro- 
fession, a good job that took almost 
no training,” she said. “That is not 
true today. Jobs for college grads 
are shrinking. That’s the reason 
we have to start teaching strategic

Fibbing about your 
background could 
destroy your career 

As a number of corporate execu- 
tives have found to their dismay, 
lying on a job resume can have dire 
consequences. 

Earlier this year, the chief exec- 
utive of RadioShack Corp., David 
Edmondson, was forced out after 
it was discovered he did not have 
the college degrees he claimed. 
Other major cases have seen the 
chairman of gun manufacturer 
Smith & Wesson’s parent compa- 
ny resign when his criminal past 
was revealed, and an executive for 
Bausch & Lomb Inc. miss out on 
a $1.1 million bonus because he 
falsely claimed to have a business 
school degree. 

It’s important to be honest on 
your resume whether you’re apply- 
ing for a job as company president 
or as a janitor, because the risk of 
being caught in a lie is so great it 
isn’t worth it, experts say. 

“You really don’t want to lie 
about anything, because people do 
check and you can get found out,” 


said Richard C. Bayer, chief operat- 
ing officer of the Five O’clock Club 
career coaching and outplacement 
firm in New York. “If that happens, 
you won’t get hired, or worse, you’ll 
get fired.” 

Still, study after study has 
shown that job seekers put a lot 
of inaccurate information in their 
resumes. 

The Chicago outplacement 
firm Challenger, 

Gray & Christmas 
Inc. found that 
the most com- 
mon falsehoods 
involved edu- 
cation — either 
listing a degree 
from a school 
the job applicant didn’t attend or 
inflating a grade point average. 
That was followed by making up 
job titles, boosting salaries and 
mischaracterizing why the appli- 
cant left previous jobs. 

A study by ResumeDoctor.com, 
a resume advisory service based in 
South Burlington, Vt., found that 
nearly 43 percent of more than 
1,100 resumes it checked for dates 
of employment, job titles and edu- 
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cation contained at least one sig- 
nificant inaccuracy. Nearly 13 per- 
cent of the resumes contained two 
or more inaccuracies. 

Brad Fredericks, co-found- 
er of ResumeDoctor.com, said 
he believed some job applicants 
mistakenly believed that inflat- 
ing their credentials would give 
them a leg up. 

“I think that some job seekers 
feel that in order to be competitive, 
they need to exaggerate their back- 
ground,” he said. “It’s kind of like an 
Olympic skier who feels pressure to 
use performance -enhancing drugs 
just to stay in the race.” 

Another reason, he added, “is 
the sense that everyone is doing it, 
so what’s the harm?” 

Such tactics, Fredericks warned, 
“can come back to hurt you sooner 
or later.” 


He said that most large compa- 
nies have procedures to verify infor- 
mation on resumes or on the com- 
panies’ own application forms. 

Many smaller companies don’t, 
he added, “either because they don’t 
have the resources or don’t realize 
it’s such a problem and that they 
need to do this.” 

Ironically, Fredericks said, the 
main reason job applicants fail 
to get a job isn’t that their cre- 
dentials aren’t adequate but that 
their resumes aren’t targeted to 
the employer. 

“Every single time you send your 
resume, you have to take the time 
to customize it to show how your 
background makes you fit,” he said. 
“It has to say, ‘This is what you’re 
looking for, and this is how my back- 
ground relates to it.’” 

Bayer of the Five O’clock Club 
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Before applying for that fat-cat job, double-check your resume for big, fat lies. 


agrees that it’s important for job 
seekers to put a strong summary 
statement at the top of a resume. 

“You need to make it clear at the 
top what it is you want to do,” Bayer 
said. “Otherwise, you’re positioned 
by your most recent job.” 

And, Bayer said, it isn’t necessary 
to give each job equal prominence; 
you can highlight those you want 
the hiring manager to notice. 

He also says job seekers shouldn’t 
feel uncomfortable about revealing 
why they left a previous job, even if 
it was not voluntary. 

“In today’s economy with plant 
closings, outsourcing, downsiz- 
ing, mergers and acquisitions, it’s 
not unusual to lose a job through 
no fault of your own,” Bayer said. 
“Human resource managers under- 
stand this and should not judge you

Statistics show most people get 
jobs through networking. However, 
for a recent graduate like me (who 
would like to relocate to the D.C. 
area), it seems almost impossible 
to network in a new area where I 
don’t know anyone. I am hoping to 
secure employment before I actu- 
al move. 

Networking is important no mat- 
ter what. Try this: Contact all your 
family and friends and tell them you 
want to move to D.C. Ask if they 


have any contacts there, or know 
anyone who might. Tell them you’re 
hoping to make some connections. 
Attach your resume. 

Then get in touch with your 
school’s alumni center. Ask for a 
list of former students who are 
based in the D.C. area and might 
be willing to chat with you. Most 
schools will gladly hook you up. Do 
the same thing you did with your 
family and friends. Tell these alums 
what you’re hoping to do and ask 
if they have any thoughts for you. 
Talk to your career center and ask 
for any job listings they might have 
in this area. And if worse comes 
to worse, get yourself over here. It 
is a city full of new grads who are 
all trying to find a gig. Being here, 
even temporarily jobless, will help 
you find a job sooner than if you 
stay there and hope. 


What is your take on explaining in 
an interview that the last job didn’t 
work out because of it “not being a 
good fit?” 

Think beyond personality dis- 
putes. Explain that it wasn’t a good 
fit because you think my skills are 
better used THIS WAY. That’s why 
you’re looking forward to working 
here. Doing that turns the conver- 
sation back to you and why they 
should hire you. 

I’m thinking about switching 
careers. I’m nervous, though, 
because what I do now and what I 
want to do are extremely unrelat- 
ed. How do I get over my fears and 
go for it? I’m so worried I’ll hate it 
and have to go slinking back to my 
old career path in a few months. 

It’s incredibly difficult to move 
out of that comfort job. Sometimes 


it helps to write it all down. Make a 
list of the reasons you’re not thrilled 
with your current career. Write a 
list of things that excite you about 
this new, different career. Figure 
out what your life will look like 10 
years from now in the new career, 
what it might look like 10 years 
from now in the current career. 
Which appeals to you more? And 
when you feel like you might slink 
back to comfort world, go back over 
those same lists and thoughts. And 
remember that you only have this 
one life, so you really have to take 
a chance at doing it right. 

I will be relocating to California 
from D.C. in a couple of weeks. I’ve 
given notice and will be leaving on 
good terms with my current compa- 
ny. I am about two weeks’ shy of my 
annual review, where I anticipat- 


ed a small raise. My question is, if 
asked what my previous salary was 
when I am apply for new jobs, can I 
say that it was slightly higher than 
it was and take into consideration 
the potential raise? I don’t want to 
lie, but I feel if I don’t mention I was 
up for review close to when I left, 

I’ll lose out on a year’s worth of a 
raise for negotiation purposes. 

Say what your current salary is, 
but that you were due to get a raise 
when you decided to move back. 
Remember that the new employer 
can check back with HR at your for- 
mer employer to see what your sal- 
ary was. You don’t want to be caught 
in a lie. Or a truth- stretch. 

I’ve got a job! I wanted to share 
my story, and back up your advice 
about networking. I’d been looking 
for a job for months, finding post- 
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ings, applying for positions and 
even getting quite a few interviews. 
But nothing was working out. 

Then, I got a call from a profes- 
sional acquaintance who thought I 
might be looking, who knew a great 
person that was hiring, and wanted 
my permission to give my name. A 
week later, I’ve got my dream job. 
So, everyone who is looking, keep 
your chins up, and don’t hesitate to 
let people know you’re looking. 

Congrats! And thanks for that 
check-back. Great advice for us all. 
Good luck. 

I am going to ask my boss for fair 
compensation since I am doing the 
work of a colleague who left three 
months ago and, although they 
filled her position with someone 
new, they gave her new projects 
while I retain the old ones. There is 
no question I am doing more work 
than the job I was initially hired for. 

I could use some advice on word- 
ing and to whom, in addition to 
my boss, to take the issue. Also 

— what is a reasonable amount to 
ask? Should I ask for 5 percent, 7 
percent? This all comes on the tail 
of the whole department getting a 
percent increase for 2006-2007 

— not even an extra $1,000 before 
taxes. 

Talk to your boss in person. 
Explain that you believe you have 
earned a raise and mention that 
you have taken on many addition- 
al things and done them well. Then 
give your boss a memo explaining 
what you have done and what you 
plan to do. 

Go through a few months of 
work and list for yourself every- 
thing you have done that is new 
or important. List the good work 
you’ve done. Then take the list 
and make a memo highlighting 
accomplishments that you think 
will show why you have earned a 
hike in pay. Give this to your boss 
when you meet. 

As for how much? You can ask 
for a specific amount. But more like- 
ly, your boss will tell you how much 
you’ll get. There are a lot of good 
salary calculators online. Check out 
bls.gov (Bureau of Labor Statistics) 
for some guidance. 

While I agree that networking can 
be helpful, I don’t think that it is the 
only way to get a job. My first three 
jobs came by looking at want ads 
and by applying online. What made 
the difference was really finding 


the right fit and making sure my 
experience — including volunteer 
activities related to the causes and 
nonprofits where I was applying for 
a job — made my resume rise to the 
top. I am now at the top level of my 
field. So, make those contacts, but 
also recognize that to get the job 
you want, you need to prepare and 
be clear about what kind of job you 
want. And put in the effort to get 
some experience, even if it is only 
as a volunteer. 

You’re absolutely right. 
Networking isn’t the only way to 
get a new job. It’s important to do 
it all. And it’s even more important 
to work toward that next job, rather 
than just hope something will come 
along. Volunteering is a great way 
to build up new experiences. 

I am the newest, most junior 
employee at my company. I am fre- 
quently the messenger on different 
projects. For example, person A will 
make a decision about a particular 
project, and then I communicate to 
person B what those changes are. 
Well, person B isn’t always happy 
to hear the changes and sugges- 
tions. I feel uncomfortable being 
firm, but I feel like a complete wimp 
if I stammer, “Well, person A said 
to do it like this.” Any advice on 
how to maintain my integrity and a 
proper amount of humility? 

Is this person uncomfortable? Or 
does this person actually say to you 
that he or she won’t do it? If the per- 
son expresses discomfort, then I’d 
say it’s not your job to reiterate what 
person A said. Let A and B fight it 
out. If you agree with person A and 
it’s necessary that you make that 
clear, then speak up. “Well, what 
we’re hoping to do here is X.” 

I just started looking for a new job, 
but I have a weeklong family vaca- 
tion planned at the end of August. 
Setting aside the issue of whether 
or not I should’ve booked it, when 
and how do I bring this up with pro- 
spective employers? During an 
interview? After an offer? 

This happens all the time. Most 
employers I speak with say they 
don’t bat an eye. 

Tell the interviewers when they 
give you an offer. “One last thing: I 
have a vacation planned. I can take 
unpaid leave since I’m new, if that’s 
what you’d like.” 

It happens. A lot. And it’s only a 
week. Don’t let yourself sweat over 
this one too much. 
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
